SIR 
IHE reſplendent face of Heaven, that every 
Year, ſince the Auguſt Anna's aſcending 
the Throne, has ſo peculiarly ſmil'd upon 

| our Harveſts, and bleſt our Iſle with a re- 
rn of warm and fruitful Seaſons in general ; having 
deen this Summer, after an unparalleld Winter of Ice 
nd Snow, as it were skreen'd from us, or its cheering 
Zeauties at beſt dwindled into a Chequer of Rain and 
Shine : The Husbandman ſadly Complains, and Friend

"own; and knowing from our laſt Diſcourſe, I ſhall 
NC diſoblige by the exchange ; I purpoſe at preſent 
Ito Entertain you with a quite different ſcene of Acti- 
ons, Viz.

Firſt then for your more clear and familiar Under- 
ſtanding of the whole, 1 ſhall briefly caſt an Eye 
back, to the ſuppoſed beginning of theſe Diſtur- 


bances, and then go on as orderly as my Materials 
will admit. 


* now Dwelling-Houſe of Fan Smagge, ſtand- 
ing in Canvy-Ifland, in the County of Eſſex; is 


ſaid to have been Built, and for a great while Inha- 
bited by a certain Perſon deceaſed ; who, with his 


Wife, were lookt upon in their Life-time, jointly to 
have ſcrap'd together in the ſaid Houſe, by Fraudu- 
lent and Oppreflive means, a conſiderable lump of 
Pelf. Having for a long time carried on this groveling 
Employ, the Wife, being in a declining Condition, 


Went to London to be advisd for her Health; but Sick- 
neſs increaſing, and ſhe conceiving ſhe ſhould die, deſir d 


the Man, with whom ſhe lodg'd, that happen d to 
be the ſame Perſon that now lives in the ſaid diſturb'd 
Houſe, to acquaint her Husband, She would be Bu- 
ried in a Place call'd Benfleet, near Canwy-Ifland, where 


her 


. 
her deceas d Children lay: To which he anſwer d, 
Twas all one where the Body was diſpos'd, ſo the 1 
Soul was Happy. This Diſcourſe paſs d about fix aClock | © 
in the Evening, in the Summer time. Immediately on 
which, Fas Smagge affirms, He receiv'd a hard Stroke, 
or £troking on the Arm, from the Wriſt, upwards = 
his Shoulder; and then felt the Chair, that he ſat in, 
to ſhake in an extraordinary manner: He lookt un- 
der the Chair, and about him, to ſee what caus d the 
Motion, but diſcern'd nothing. His Wife and che 
fick Perſon were in the Room, but both difſtant 
from him. One might excuſably Conceit, from 
what has ſince occurrd, That this Stroke and Sha- 
king, were an Earneſt, or Preſage his Gueſt de- 
ſign d him more of the ſame ſort of greetings 
after her departure. In two or three Days the 
ſaid Perſon died, and her Husband was ſent for aid 
acquainted with her Mind; but he, probably to ſave 
Charges, buried her in Town. The Fufieral being 
over, he return d to his Habitation in Canuy Iſland, 
and in few Years made his Exit alſo, which the 
old Inhabitants compute to be upwards of 30 Years 
ſince. Preſently upon his death, unaccountable 
Noiſes were frequently heard in the Houſe, to the 
great trouble of thofe that ſucceeded him in it. Such 
as forcibly opening and ſhucting, the Doors at 
Noon- day, no one being near them, or the leaſt 
Wind or breeze of Air ſtirring to do it: Nay, whilſt 
the People have had the Doors in their Hands, they 
have been violently ſnatch'd from them, and ſhut to 
and fro, with exceeding quicknefs, for many times 
together. Fan Smugge bimſelf once ſaw the Parlour- 
Door thus ſhut to and fro in his Predeceſfor's time; 
and asking about it, was anſwered by the Woman 
of the Houſe,” That it was common with them. 
7 great 
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great Table, or Form in the Hall, hath been temo- 
ved our of its Place, and no Body to meddle with 
it. Sometimes a Noiſe hach been, as tho' Herſes 
came and rubb'd againſt the out- ſide of the Houle ; 


and this in a particular manner once ,occurd, when 


ſome Strangers were there Caroufing themſelves with 
Smoak and Liquids, who inſtantly all ran out of the 
Doors, but ſaw nothing; however, they broke up upon 
it. At laſt the Noiſes of this kind were ſuch, That ſome 
Neighbours, yer living, affirm, particularly John Tony, 
Farmer, a Man of Honeſt Character, and that would 
not report a Lie, They have heard a Din and a Clat- 
tering, as tho a thouſand Horſes, with Chains were 


hurrying about che Grounds at once; the Servants, 


and People, that then dwelt in the Houſe, hearing 
the ſame. Theſe Moleſtarions continually, increaſing, 
the Inhabitants generally ſay, Means were certainly 
uſed, as the vulgar Term is, to lay the Spirit by a 
Charm, oz like Device: Some faying they knew 
the Man by whom it was done; remember the Time, 
and have ſeen the Book wich which he did it: And 
farther tell, That moſt horrible Noiſes and Di- 
ſtractions fill'd the Houſe whilſt the Work was about. 


The Spirit viſibly appearing, and was ſo Fierce --- 
hi and Boiſtrous, out of all Rule, that he had like to 


have carried off the Conjurer; but who at length, 
with much ado, is ſaid to have fix'd it for 21 Years. 
But Mark, I infert not this Paſſage, as atteſted with 
that Power and Evidence, as will be anon produced 
in other Matters: However, Whether the Spirit, 
when ſo reported, was laid, or not laid (which Con-

may, for what 'we know, and all that's probable 
to the contrary thro' the Wiles of Satan, by ſuch in-

farther Temptation, that poor Man can't Fathom or 


Accountfor) Or whether the Houſe be Inveſted with 
more than one, Noiſes have ſtill from time to time 
been fince heard; though all ſay not with that Ter- 
ror and Loudneſs as beſore: To wit, ſince that a 
Woman hath been heard to come up Stairs, and at 
the top to vaniſh. The Latch of a Door to be lifted 
up. A great Light ſeen in the Hall, in the Night 
by the Maſter, when none have been up, and neither 
Candle nor Fire in the Houſe. A Servant-Man of Pro- 
bity, and a conſcientious Principle, who would not 
report a Lie, and not ſubje to Fancy, cr a puſillani- 
mous Fear, and hath lived a great many Years in the 
_ Houſe, does aver, He hath divers times heard, ſeem- 
ingly, the chinking of Money at his Bed-ſide ; and 
one time, a Woman, as he ſuppoſed, by the rufflin 

of her Petticoats, to walk about his Bed the whole 
Night, till towards Day-break, and then in appea- 
rance to go away, clapping the Door with a great 
force after her. The Appearance of the aforeſaid 
Deceaſed Perſon, as having on a Grey-Coat, ſuch as 
he uſed to wear in his Life-time, hath been twice 
ſeen ſtanding at an old Barn in the Fields, that for- 

merly was his: One of the times the Man who ſaw 
him, went into the Barn, thinking it had really been 
ſomebody, but ſaw nothing, and the Barn empty. 
Good-wife Reynelds, a Neighbour, about four in the 
Morning, in the Summer time,ſaw a Man walk along, 
at the ſide of the Houſe, to one of the fore Doors, 
and then ſeem'd to her to go in, the Door all the 
while continuing cloſe ſhut, A Face in Day time 
was ſeen, by a Perſon who ſat in the Kitchen, to 
reach out itſelf, and look in at the Back-door. The

there; at which ſhe return'd in, telling what ſhe had 
ſeen. The Boy, a Louth, in his 18th Lear, at the 
Name Interim, being on the other ſide of the Houſe, 
ſaw a Man leaning on the Garden-Pales; at which, 
being a fearleſs kind of Spark,hecry'd out, ho haves 
bere? At his ſpeaking which Words, the Apparicion 
< roſe up, and walked away towards the corner of the 
Houſe, where he loſt ſight of it. The Boy then came 


S in, and went up Stairs to tell the Man what he had 
2 een; whilſt he was doing ir, the Maid ſaid ſhe ſaw 
ie 3 Face peep in at the Hall-Window: The Man was 


then called down, and immediately with the Maſter 
and Youth, went all round the Houſe, but could ſee 
id nothing. A Fortnight after this, the Maid going out 
again in the Evening, (ſcarcely yet Dusk) of the Back- 
door, unto the Rain Ciſtern, to rinſe her Milk. Paik

faw a Woman leaning upon the Gutter that carries 
the Water into the Ciſtern; as foon as the Maid had 
fixed her Eyes upon it, ſhe diſcern'd it to move to- 
wards her; at which, greatly affrighted, ſhe threw 
down the Pails, and ran trembling in a-Doors, 
the Appearance of the Woman coming after her, 
and bruſhing Hard againſt her juſt as ſhe entered the 
Houſe : All within were greatly ſurpriz'd at this, 
and Mr. Smagge that Moment ran out again, fearch'd 
as before, but ſaw nothing. At the beginning of 
this Month, an Acquaintance of Mr. Smagge, that 
lives at 'Benfleet, came in to reſt himſelf till the Tide 
was gone out; and about 2 in the Afternoon, he 
heard a great Whi'tling, in the manner aforeſaid; 
for three or four times ; on which ſuppoſing fome- 
body to Call, he went out; but whillt he was gone, 
the Maid hearing the Whiſtling too, thinking it had 
been ſome one to ſpeak with her Maſter, came down 
Stairs; but he returning, ſaid he could ſee no- body: 
On which, one preſent anſwered, This is (i. e. the 
aforeſaid deceaſed Perſon) who uſed to be a mighty 
Whiſtker to bis Sheep. The Man reply'd, Whoever tis, 
he hath made a Fool of me, and hath a good ſtrong 
Breath of his own. £4 | 
After this, nothing occur'd till Saturday the roth 
Inſtant ; the firſt of the five Days, almoſt ſucceflively, 
wherein the Notable things following, were Tranſ- 
acted, and which  Principally gave occaſion to my 
writing you this Letter. 

About 4 this After. noon, as the Maid was fcrubbing 
Checſes at the North-ſide of the Kitchin with her 
Face towards the fore Door, ſhe obſetv'd the 2 Cats 
that were ſitting on the Cell of the Door, ona ſud- 
den to run as if ſcared, unto the Barn, a good Stone's

But the ſtrangeſt Part of this Feat: is yet to tell thee : 
\t Evening when Mr. Smagge and others of the Fa- 

ily. were come home, the, Chicken in the preſence 
of them all was curiouſly examin'd, as to the way it 


might come by its Death: And the Mouth being firſt 
open'd there were found cram'd into the entrance of 
the Throat 76 Barly-Corns; then feeling the Neck 
as it were broke, the Feathers being ficit pluckt, they

ſlit the Skin of the Neck up to ſee that, and inftead 
of broken, found it nicely cutFleſh and Bone toge- 
ther as with a keenKnife, without the leaſt roughneſs, 
but as abſolutely ſmooth as a Radiſh can be cut, and 
the two ends when put together to join as compleat- 
ly as two Parts of a Radiſh can do, which as the 
Head was on, and not the leaſt ſcratch or impreſſion 
on the out ſide of the Neck, andthe whole Body en- 
tire, exceeds without farther Proof, all the moral FF 
Cauſes and Operations in the World. 
Tueſday, Sept. 13th. In the Afcer-noon an odd 
| ' jarring was twice diſtinctly heard at one of the F 
fore Doors, call'd the Paſſage-Door, by a Perſon 
that ſat nigh in the Patlour adjoining to the Paſſage, 
and who the laſt time, vhich was conſiderably louder 
than the other,roſe up, and out of Curioſity, tho' there 
was no Wind ſtirring, went to make a Judgment whe- 
ther the like noiſe cou'd be made by the Wind, and 
trying found Art as well as Srength requiſite to do it. 
About 4 or 5 of the Clock, an extraordinary Bounce 
was given to the ſame Door, at which the Maid 
came haſtily out of the Kitchen, believing ſome Þ 
Stranger there: but the Perſon ſitting in the Parlour, 
told her, She had look d through the Window, im- 
mediately as the Bounce . came, and that no body 
was there; which on her opening the Door, finding 
to be ſo, ſhe returned into the Kitchen. The other 
Perſon remaining in the Parlour, in a little time 
heard a ſecond Bounce, as of a Stone againſt the 
Boards, under the Window where ſhe ſat ; at which, 
calling the Maid, they went out, but ſaw nothing. 
The Perſon that had all this time been in the Par- 
lour alone, beginning now to apprehend theſe to be 
ſome of the old uſual Diſturbances, ſtept into the 
Parlour again, with a deſign to put by what ſhe was 
| aquut, 
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about, and come away ; but was hardly there, befcre 
ſhe heard the Glaſs break in the Hall; which Room 
es between the Parlour and the Kitchen ; and the 
Maid skreeking, ſhe then went back, and they found 
hree Panes broken in the middle Window: then, 
ot having diſpatchd in the Parlour, ſhe returned 
t- gain thither, but preſently ſhe heard more Glafs 
he (break in the Hall, and the Maid to ſcream as before;

on his entring the Parlour adjured it, in the Name 
of God, to tell what it was, but nothing was An 
fwerd, Mr. Lord's buſineſs after this call'd him away 
till Evening, and the Maid and one more are left a 
gain in the Houſe : It was not long before they hear 

agreat.rattling on. the Pantiles of the Beer-Room, 
the Maid heard it twice, and the other Perſon three 
times; which cauſed one of them to look therein, and 
then the Maid went out, the other Perſon abiding

Tiles that were directly over the Head of the one, 
and in full Sight of the other; the Roof of the Milk- 
houſe adjoyning to the Hall, and that of the little Par- 
lour to the other Parlour, running down Shed-wiſe 
on the North-ſide from the Houſe ; but nothing was 
ſeen. After this, Maſter Smagge came in; and, as 
he was walking with another in the Hall, heard 
Glaſs break, he immediately ran and found it was 


ing the Kitchen Window. Soon after he went out again, 


and the Maid and one other remain'd in the Houſe : 
As they were ſtanding in the Kitchen, looking to- 
wards the back Door, the Door open, and the Coaſt 
clear, they ſaw a piece of Tile come in of the ſaid 
Doar, about two Foot from the Ground, but very 
leaſurely; and yet ſo ſtrait, as though it had 
moved on a Line; and then, in a languid manner, 
after its creeping thus five or fix Yards in her ſight, 
touching againſt the Gown of one of them, (who 
but the Arch-Juggler could fo throw it?) fell down 
near her Feet; the other, who was the Maid, ran 
co catch it up; but let it fall, crying, It burnt her; 
and a little Bliſter, in touching it, was raiſed on her 
Fore- finger. The other Perſon then put the Tile 
into her Apron, and carry'd it over a long Field to 
ſhew it the Maſter and Work- folks, who all felt it yet 
warm. The Windows of the Beer-Room were broke 
again after this; and it now drawing towards Noon, 
all was quiet till five or ſix of the Clock in the Even- 
ing. The Maid was then milking juſt before the 
Houſe, ſome others being with her, and the Win- 
dow of the Parlour that faced, and was within three 
or four Yards of them, was on the ſudden in an ex- 
traordinary manner broken : No body was then in 


the Houſe, and none but the Inviſibles could do it

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ſrom without, and not be ſeen. After this, as the 
Good man was fanding talking with Goodwife Grin- 
cway, === Reynolds, and others, part without, and 
part within the Kitchen fore-Door, two or three 
violent knocks were given upon the Wall, betwixt, 
and cloſe by them. Night coming on, Mr. Lord re- 
turn'd to ſet up with Mr. Smagge ; and after the read- 
ing ſome Chapters and Pialms, they heard a plain 
gingling of Glaſs; on which Mr. Lord left off 
Reading, and went to ' Prayers, and nothing more 
was heard chat Night. | 

| Thurſday, Sept. 15. Mr. Lord, conſidering what had 
hitherto pailed, thought fir to attend all this Day 
in the Houle ; and to that purpoſe, having ſtept 
Home, and ferch'd his Notes, went and fat in 
the Hall to Study: In fome time he, and another 
that' was in the Hail, heard breaking of Glaſs in 
the Parlour z on which they both. quickly ran in, 
Mr. Lord adjuring it as before; but nothing was ſeen, 
or any anſwer made. The Window was this time 
broke in a different Place, and the large Tile that 


Mr. Lord left ſticking in it the Day before, probably 


to ſhew ſuch as came, and that did this Execution, 
and that e en now they ſaw there, was removed from 


where it was, and artificially ſet under the Table. 
He then went and ſat down again to his Study, but 


in a little while, the Windows of the Hall, againſt 


his back as he ſar, were, with a more forcible Daſh. 


and Clatter than ever, broken; tho' the other Per- 
ſon, that ſtood right againſt the Window, chat very 
interim, ſaw nothing ſtrike againſt it; and the Glaſs 
not to ſpatter out, but fall down on the Ledge. ' At 


this Mr. Lord immediately roſe up, and adjured it a 
third time, ſaying, I» the Name of God, what is it?

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But no Anſwer was made. After this, Mrs. Weak- 
ling came, Daughter-in-law, as I underſtand, to the 
Good man of the Houſe; ſhe had nor been long there, 
before more Glaſs was broken in the Parlour, which 
whilſt ſhe, Mr. Lord, and others, went to ſee, a loud 
new Noiſe, as of ſomewhat falling, was heard in the 
Hall, whither they immediacely returning, found a 
whole Dutch Brick, ſomewhat ſmaller than ours, to 
lye under the Table ; Whilſt they were looking on 
it, a ratling was firſt heard, and then more Glals to 
break in the Beer- Room, Mr. Lord, Mrs, Weakling, 
and others, being in the Hall, and the Maid and her 
Mother being then in the Kitchen, ſo that the Beer- 
Room was, as it were, on a ſide of them all.. Mr. Lord 
now retired home for a little time; and at bis re- 
turn, found the Report ſpread abroad of theſe Mat- 
ters, drew ſeveral People to the Houſe; as, beſides 
Mrs. Weakling he left there, Goodman Lane, Strang- 
ers and others. Whilſt all were attending, ſome in 
the Hall, and ſome in the Kitchen, a knocking came 
in the Hall, and upon it more breaking of Glaſs 
heard, which they found to be in the Milk-Houſe. 
The breaking of this Window was particular, in that 
a Joint of a large Wooden Gutter, that conveys the 
Rain into the Ciſtern, was alſo removed from its 
Place, and the broken Glais and Lead bowed in, 
= 23 it had been forcibly thruſt with ewo large

Next ſucceeding this, Two of :he Company, ſtand- 
ing in the Kitchen, the others in the Hall and elſe- 
where,they ſaw a Stone with ſome Dirt and Straws up- 
on it, the bigneſs of a Turkey-Egg, come as from the 
Cre vice of the fore Door, which as the Door was cloſe 
ſhut, one cou'd not thruſt a ſmall Hazel- Nut thro'. 1 
ſay,came as from, not in of the Crevice,becauſe one of 
rn 82 the 
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the Perſons, who was not above half a Yard from it, 
and looking that way, diſcern'd it not till 'twas an 
inch within ſide (fo that how it came there we have 
no Account,) but cloſely obſerving its Progreſs 
afterwards cleaily ſaw it to take a kind of half Cir- 
cle, but ſo ſlow, as tho' its Motion had proceeded from 
a regular Piece of Clock-work; and then gently, 
as if let down by a Spring, deſcend to the Ground, 
about a Foot and half from the ſaid Crevice. This 
Stone was alſo hot, and being preſently taken up, by 
the Perſon next to it, in her Apron, ſne call'd Mr. Lord 
who, with the other Company, came, and all feeling 
it, found it too hot to graſp in the Hand. Mr. Lord 
then ſaid, conſider this Stone: this is enough to con- 
vince any one; for beſides the amazing Circumſtance 
how it came in, and its being hot, this Straw and 
Dirt upon it, cou'd not be in the form you fee it, 
had it been heated by a material Fire. I cou'd not 
get all the particulars that paſſed this Day; but what 
with ratlings upon the Pantiles, throwing of Stones, 
breaking the Glaſs, and Knockings, Mr. Lord told 
the Diſturbances to be Thirteen ſeveral times in all. 

Friday, Sept. 16. Mr. Lord lay here again laſt 
Night, and all was Silent ; and this Morning ſome 
Occaſions calling him Home, he returned not till 
the Afternoon, As he was coming to the Houſe he 
met Mrs. Skilder, Goodwife Cauſe, Grinaway, &c. 
and one of them having a Child in her Arms, Mr. 
Lord ſaid to her, If ſhe came to ſee Diſturbances of 
this Nature, ſne ought not to bring a Child with her 
to be Frighted ; at which they went back with 
the Child, and ſoon followed him. Whilſt he was 
ſhewing to them, (Goodwife Snuſber, &c. in all 7 or 
8 Perſons,) in what manner the Demon or Demons 
had Play'd theſe Pranks, and troubled the has: +> 
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heard more breaking of Glaſs, Mr. Lord, as through. 
all this melancholly Scene, when Preſent, he always 


did, led the way to ſee where it was, and in the little 


Parlour adjoyning to the other Parlour, which Win- 
dow till now had ſcap'd untouch'd, he ſaw one Pane 
broken ; on which he and all the Company ran to 
the outſide, and they found lying on the end of the 
Gutter juſt by the Window, a Pantile or large piece 
of one, with which by a red Streak on the Lead that 
ſeemed to be markt therewith, they ſuppoſed the 
Window to be broken. Whilſt all were looking here 
and no body within,the Window of the other Parlour 
that in like manner faced them as they ſtood, was 
with a furious loud daſh broken as from the inſide, in 
the fight of them all; the pieces of Glaſs not flying 
out, but gradually falling down on the Ledge,as uſual. 
One there cry'd ſhe ſaw ſomewhat white ſtrike a- 
gainſt it, which by the reſt though the breaking was 
ſeen and blow heard by all, was not obſerved. Mr. 
Lord that moment ruſh'd into the Room, and one of 
the Company calling to him, Sir, will you go alone? He 
anſwer'd, if you have Faith follow me; ſhe replying, 
hope I have Faith in God through Chriſt, it can't hurt me, 
haſtned, e er the Words were pronounced, in after him; 
Which was of the paſſage Door, that by its ſtanding 
and nearneſs ſo favour'd their ſpeed, that had a Bird 
broken the Window, it cou'dn't, by the help of its 
Wings have eſcaped without their ſeeing it. On their 
coming into the Parlour, they found a piece of Allum, 
he bigneſs of a common ſized Orange, that had for- 
erly been laid, by Mr. Smagge, in che Hall, to be 
but into a clean ſcoured Chamber Pot which ſtood 
under the Window: This they gueſs'd the Glaſs was 
broken with, and to be that hire one of the Com- 
pany ſaw; Who now with the reſt, pretty well re- 
| | cover'd 
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cover'd from their ſurprize, follow'd Mr. Lord and 
the other Perſon into the Parlour; not omitting 
throughly to view the piece of Allum likewiſe. Pre- 
ſently after this more Glaſs was broke in the Beer 
Room. Mr. Lord being then obliged to go and bury a 
Corps, the other Company diſperſed, and the Houſe for 
ſome time was left alone. 

New Spectators quickly came viz. Mr. Bell, Mr. 
Weakling, and his Daughter, Mrs. Cooper, Mrs. Fames 
and her Son, &c. Theſe took their Seats in the Hall, 
and having ſtaid a little while, Knocks, the uſual warn- 
ing, before breaking of Glaſs, were heard Preſently 
upon it a moſt amazing blow was giverr againſt the 
Hall-Window, That greatly ſcared all there. Mr. 
Weakling fitting directly over againſt it, ſaid he ſaw 
ſomewhat, but cou'd not deſcribe it: Mrs. Fames's 
Son ſaid he plainly diſcern'd a white Stick; the reſt 
did not apprehend any thing it was done with, only 
heard the blow, and ſaw the Glaſs broken: All in 
the Hall inſtantly ran out, ſome of one Door, and 


the reſt of the other, which Doors, as if they were. 


contriv'd on purpoſe, open ſo opportunely on both 
ſides the ſaid Window, (and the ſituation of the Houſe 
in general as is before deſcribed) there was no place 
of Concealment near enough for any Mortal to have 
had recourſe to, in ten times the ſpace the People 
were getting out : So that indubitably ſomewhat 
ſwifter in its flight than Fleſh and Blood, muſt be the 
ſole Author and Actor in all. Well! Every one now 
again are out of the Houſe, and whilft 3 or 4 of 
them ſtood gazing uſt againſt the Hall-Windows, at 
the ſhatter'd Glaſs, and aſtoniſhing form thereof, 
which all round the Houſe is now much the ſame, 
they plainly ſaw the Glaſs broken, as before, from 
| within 
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within, and a piece of Stone or Brick to come thro' 
and fall down on the outſide. 

All the Company now retiring,the following Acci- 
dent cloſed the whole. 

The Maid and Boy having Milkt, going into the 
Houſe, Goodman Reynolds came, and fitting a little 
while talking with the Maid, ſhe cry d, a Stone fell 
ſharp on her Toe, on which Goodman Reynolds roſe up, 
and went away: Preſently after that, the Maid croſ- 
ſing the Kitchen by the Door, that through the Hall 
looks into the Parlour, ſhe heard the Parlour-Door 
skreek, which cauſing her to look that way, ſhe 
ſaw it ſtand half open, and then a Man, quite open- 
ing it, to come out, and put it half to; as ſhe ſaw 
it at firſt : He came a little towards the Hall, and 
then (which I ſhall give you in her own Words) 
* Look'd with his Eyes ſo ſharp, -- and turn'd his 
* Head ſo quick about, - and look'd towards the 
© Windows ; --- his Countenance Pale and Ghaſt- 
* ful; ſeeming to have on a ſhort Grey Coat, a 
* whitiſh Hat, with a white Stick in his Hand, 
which he held by the middle, Trungheon-like :

She made her way directly to Mr. Lord's, re- 
olving never to enter the Houſe more: After a very

POSTSCRIPT: 


Hues thus gone through the Particulars, give 
me leave, by way of Poſtſcript, to add
